CHANGES IN EDUCATION CODE 


5002. The governing board of every school district shall pay all 
moneys received or collected by it from any source and all moneys appor- 
tioned to it from taxes levied and collected under the authority of city 
councils for school purposes, into the county treasury to be placed to 
the credit of the proper fund of its district. All money collected by the 
city council or other governing body of any municipality from taxes 
levied for school purposes when received shall be paid into the county 
treasury to the credit of the school district for the schools of which the 
taxes were levied. All deposits and payments required by this section 
shall be made daily, unless the county superintendent of schools author- 
izes them to be made weekly or otherwise, but in no event less frequently 
than monthly.

5008. Whenever a school district has duly filed its estimate as 
required in Section 3714 of the Political Code and because of one of the 
errors mentioned in subdivisions (a), (b) or (c) of this section a shortage 
in the income of the school district has resulted so that the school district 
is without sufficient funds to meet its necessary expenditures or discharge 
its mandatory obligations, other than expenditures or obligations for 
permanent improvements, the county auditor, treasurer and district 
attorney shall file a deficiency certificate with the county superintendent 
of schools. The deficiency certificate shall state the facts causing the 
deficiency in income and shall also state the sum necessary to meet the 
school district’s expenditures and obligations, other than expenditures 
or obligations for permanent improvements. On the filing of such a 
deficiency certificate the county superintendent of schools shall, from 
any surplus in the county elementary school supervision fund, transfer 
to the school district the sum stated, or as much thereof as may be avail- 
able to be transferred from such surplus. The errors as a result of which 
such a deficiency certificate may be filed are as follows: 

(a) Where a tax rate has been fixed which if applied to the area 
in a school district to which it should have been applied would have 
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raised the necessary income and the rate was by error applied by the 
board of supervisors or the auditor to a smaller area than that intended 
so that the required income was not raised. 

(b) Where a rate was mistakenly fixed by basing the computation 
on an assessed valuation larger than that to which the rate was intended 
to be applied. 

(ec) Any mathematical error in computing a tax rate which, solely 
because of such error, results in raising less income than it was intended 
to raise when the rate was fixed. 

The governing board of the district must include in the budget 
of the district for the following school year an amount equal to the sum 
so transferred for the repayment of the sum transferred and the county 
superintendent of schools during such following school year shall trans- 
fer such sum to the county elementary school supervision fund from any 
funds of the district not required by the Constitution to be used for any 
other purpose. 

This section shall remain in effect only until June 30, 1945.

7305. The average daily attendance in regular day classes of any 
high school district which during the school year 1941-1942 had an 
average daily attendance in regular day classes of 500 or less credited to it 
for apportionment purposes in each high school maintained by the 
district shall, for the school year 1943-1944 and for each subsequent 
school year, be deemed to be, for all the purposes of this division, not 
less than 80 per cent of the actual average daily attendance of such 
district for the school year 1941-1942. For all other purposes the average 
daily attendance of the district shall be the actual average daily attend- 
ance of the district. 

This section shall remain in effect until the ninety-first day after 
final adjournment of the Fifty-sixth Regular Session of the Legislature. 
While this section is in effect it shall supersede any existing provisions 
of law which are in conflict with this section ; but such provisions are not 
repealed by this section and after this section is no longer effective shall 
have the same force as though this section had not been enacted.

ARTICLE 14. VETERANS EDUCATION 


9201. Subject to the provisions of this article, the Department of 
Education acting by and through the Director of Education is hereby 
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authorized to enter into an agreement, or agreements, with the Veterans 
Administration, or any other agency of the Federal Government, for 
the education of veterans in any of the schools and colleges of the public 
school system. Such contract shall provide for the payment to such 
schools and colleges through the Department of Education or other- 
wise of the maximum amount permitted by the act, or acts, of Congress 
under which the agreement, or agreements, is entered into by the Vet- 
erans Administration, or any other agency of the Federal Government. 


9202. The Director of Education is vested with all necessary power 
and authority to cooperate with any such agency of the Federal Govern- 
ment in the administration of any applicable act of Congress and rules 
and regulations adopted thereunder. 


9203. The Department of Education through the Director of Edu- 
cation is authorized to enter into agreements with governing boards of 
school districts for the education by such districts of veterans in accord- 
ance with the agreement between the Department of Education and the 
agency of the Federal Government. 


9204. The Department of Education shall exercise general super- 
vision over, and shall provide for the coordination of, all services and 
facilities performed and provided by school districts for the education 
of veterans to the end that the needs of the veterans shall be met in the 
most adequate manner. 


9205. The governing board of any school district which entered into 
an agreement with the Department of Education under this article may 
do any and all things required or authorized by such agreement of the 
board or district, including, but not limited to, the purchase of books, 
supplies and equipment for veterans educated under such agreement. 


9206. The provisions of Article 12 of this chapter shall apply to all 
funds received by the State or any agency of the State under this article.

Out of any moneys in the State treasury not otherwise appropriated 
there is hereby appropriated to the Department of Education the sum of fifty thousand 
dollars ($50,000), or so much thereof as may be necessary to be expended during the 
Ninety-sixth Fiscal Year by the Director of Education for the performance of his 
powers and duties under Article 14 of Chapter 7 of Division 4 of the Education Code. 


10301.2. Notwithstanding any provision of law to the contrary 
and in order to provide for the financial support of the district affected, 
whenever an elementary school district maintains the seventh and eighth 
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grades during the school years 1943-1944 and 1944-1945 the attendance 
of pupils upon such classes during such school years may be credited to 
such district for the apportionment of State funds, and the district may 
levy taxes and expend funds from whatever source derived for their 
maintenance. All acts in connection with the maintenance of such classes, 
apportionments of State funds to such districts, taxes levied, assessed 
and collected, and expenditures of district funds for such purposes 
heretofore or hereafter made or done, are hereby ratified, confirmed 
and validated.

20344.1. All moneys received by or for any school or college under 
the jurisdiction of the Department of Education from any agency of 
the Federal Government, directly or indirectly, for the education of 
veterans, are hereby appropriated for the support of such school or col- 
lege in addition to such other funds as may be appropriated therefor by 
the Legislature.

20405. The Director of Education is authorized to do any and all 
things required or authorized to be done by him or by any school or eol- 
lege under the jurisdiction of the Department of Education under any 
agreement entered into by him under Article 14 of Chapter 7 of Division 
4 of this code including, but not limited to, the purchase of books, supplies 
and equipment for veterans educated in such school or college under 
such agreement.

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CHANGES IN THE MILITARY AND VETERANS CODE 


1514. The War Council may, in order to further the war effort, 
declare that an emergency exists creating a necessity for the conduct of 
war production training classes in the public schools on Sundays and 
holidays. If such a declaration is made, the governing board of any 
school district authorized to conduct such classes may conduct the classes 
notwithstanding any provision of law to the contrary. No apportion- 
ments from State funds based on average daily attendance in war pro- 
duction training classes maintained under the provisions of this sec- 
tion shall be made where the total cost of the classes is borne by the Fed- 
eral Government, or any agency thereof.

APPROPRIATION FOR PUBLIC ELEMENTARY SCHOOLS 


An act to repeal Section 17 of, and to add Section 17.5 to, Chapter 1085 
of the Statutes of 1943, relating to the support of the public ele- 
mentary schools, to take effect immediately. 


Section 1. Section 17 of Chapter 1085 of the Statutes of 1943 is 
repealed. 


Sec. 2. Section 17.5 is added to said chapter, to read: 


See. 17.5. The money appropriated under the provisions of this act 
to be expended during the Ninety-sixth Fiscal Year shall not be in excess 
of four million five hundred thousand dollars ($4,500,000) in addition 
to the amount which otherwise would have been paid from the General 
Fund in the State treasury had this act not been enacted. 


Sec. 3. Sections 1 and 2 of this act become operative on July 1, 
1944. 


Sec. 4. This act, inasmuch as it provides for an appropriation for 
the usual current expenses of the State, shall, under the provisions of 
Section 1 of Article IV of the Constitution, take effect immediately.

school system. 


Section 1. Out of any money in the State treasury, not otherwise 
appropriated, there is hereby appropriated the sum of twenty thousand 
dollars ($20,000), or so much thereof as may be necessary, to the State 
Reconstruction and Reemployment Commission for the purpose of mak- 
ing a study of the administration, organization, and financial support of 
the public school system of the State.

APPROPRIATION FOR FRESNO STATE COLLEGE 


An act making an appropriation to be expended pursuant to the Property 
Acquisition Act for the acquisition of additional real property for 
use of the Fresno State College and in furtherance of the postwar 
building program. 


SecTIon 1. The sum of two hundred seventy-five thousand dollars 
($275,000), or so much thereof as may be necessary, is hereby appro- 
priated out of any money in the State treasury not otherwise appro- 
priated, to be expended under the provisions of the Property Acquisition 
Act for the acquisition of additional real property for use of the Fresno 
State College in furtherance of the postwar building program.

APPROPRIATION FOR SAN FRANCISCO STATE COLLEGE 


An act making an appropriation to be expended pursuant to the Property 
Acquisition Act for the acquisition of additional real property for 
use of the San Francisco State College and in furtherance of the 
postwar building program. 


Section 1. The sum of fifty-thousand dollars ($50,000), or so 
much thereof as may be necessary, is hereby appropriated out of any 
money in the State treasury not otherwise appropriated, to be expended 
under the provisions of the Property Acquisition Act for the acquisition 
of additional real property for use of the San Francisco State College 
and in furtherance of the postwar building program. 


Added by Chapter 32, Statutes, Fourth Extraordinary Session (1944), Fifty- 
fifth Legislature. 


APPROPRIATION FOR SAN JOSE STATE COLLEGE 


An act making an appropriation to be expended pursuant to the Property 
Acquisition Act for the acquisition of additional real property for

building program. 


Section 1. The sum of seven hundred thousand dollars ($700,- 
000), or so much thereof as may be necessary, is hereby appropriated 
out of any money in the State treasury not otherwise appropriated, to 
be expended under the provisions of the Property Acquisition Act for the 
acquisition of additional real property for use of the San Jose State Col- 
lege and in furtherance of the postwar building program.

ASSEMBLY CONCURRENT RESOLUTION 


Assembly Concurrent Resolution No. 9—Relative to an investigation and 
report by the Superintendent of Public Instruction as to the advis- 
ability of establishing a junior college in the Sixth Congressional 
District. 


Wuereas, There is no junior college in the Sixth Congressional 
District, and the absence of a junior college in this district is depriving 
the present students of this educational asset due to the long distances 
they are required to travel to reach a junior college ; and 


WHueEnrEAs, The increase in the population within this district and 
the contemplated building and actual construction of many homes within 
this district indicates a continuance in this increase in population, and 
with the general increase in population throughout the State, it is obvious 
that additional junior college facilities must be provided as soon as con- 
ditions warrant their construction ; and 


WHEREAS, There are in the district, hospital and rehabilitation 
facilities established by the United States Government, serving many 
thousands of the members of our armed forces, which will be continued 
after the termination of hostilities until all of our returning servicemen 
who need rehabilitation and training in different schools have taken 
the opportunity to avail themselves of these privileges, thereby indicat- 
ing that Federal assistance for the construction and operation of a junior 
college in this location may be available ; and 


Wuereas, The area immediately adjacent to the City of Hayward 
is the focal point which would best serve the eastern part of the City of 
Oakland and the City of San Leandro as well as the rural sections of 
southern and eastern Alameda County and appears to be a suitable spot 
for the construction of a junior college which would serve the needs of 
this area and make available to students at a more convenient place the 
facilities of a junior college ; now, therefore, be it 
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Resolved by the Assembly of the State of California, the Senate 
thereof concurring, That the State Board of Education be and it is hereby 
requested to require that the Superintendent of Public Instruction make 
an investigation and report to the Legislature as to the advisability of 
the establishment of a junior college in the general location suggested 
above; and be it further 


Resolved, That the Chief Clerk of the Assembly is hereby instructed 
to forward a copy of this resolution to the Superintendent of Public 
Instruction.

ASSEMBLY JOINT RESOLUTION 


Assembly Joint Resolution No. 2—Memorializing the Congress of the 
United States to make a survey of the needs of various schools 
for adult manual education, before authorizing disposal of equip- 
ment or machinery used in the production of war material. 


WHEREAS, From now on the United States Government and its 
agencies will have for disposal in increasing quantities equipment and 
machinery built primarily for the production of war materials but much 
of it still usable or adaptable for use in manual training schools; and 


Wuepreas, Because of the return of many physically handicapped 
service men to civilian life and of the more or less temporary war and 
postwar economic readjustments, there will be an increasing need of 
adult mechanical training, in which much machinery and equipment 
now owned by the Federal Government and its agencies could be well 
used ; now, therefore, be it 


Resolved, That before disposing of equipment or machinery which 
is fitted or may be adapted for use in manual training schools for adult 
education, the Congress of the United States be and it is hereby memorial- 
ized to cause a survey to be made of the needs of adult training schools 
throughout the country, with a view to making available to them such 
machinery and equipment belonging to the Federal Government and its 
agencies, and no longer needed, as may be fitted or adapted to the use 
of such schools ; and be it further 


Resolved, That the Chief Clerk of the Assembly be hereby directed 
to forward copies of this resolution to the President and the Vice Presi- 
dent of the United States, to the Speaker of the House of Representatives 
and to each Senator and to each Member of the House of Representatives 
from California in the Congress of the United States.

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ASSEMBLY RESOLUTION 


House Resolution No. 63—Relating to the teaching of driver education 
in the secondary schools. 


Wuereas, The Military Training Division of the Office of the Quar- 
termaster General has prepared pre-induction courses in driver educa- 
tion designed to train young men about to enter the armed services in 
operation and maintenance of military vehicles and to relieve the growing 
shortage of trained civilian drivers engaged in essential war industries 
and has called on school administrators and teachers throughout the 
Nation to establish the courses in secondary schools; and 


WHEREAS, Reduction of the ever mounting toll of traffic accidents 
makes it highly desirable that every boy and girl approaching legal 
driving age be given driver education in order to acquire the basic under- 
standings, judgments and attitudes so necessary for the safe and com- 
petent driver ; and 


WHEREAS, The Departments of Motor Vehicles and Education, the 
California State Automobile Assoeiation, The Automobile Club of South- 
ern California, the California Congress of Parents and Teachers and the 
American Legion, California Department, are jointly sponsoring a State- 
wide movement to inaugurate driver education classes in all secondary 
schools for the 1944-45 school year ; now, therefore, be it 


Resolved by the Assembly of the State of California, That we approve 
the principle of driver education and favor the inauguration of such 
classes in the secondary schools for the immediate purpose of providing 
the necessary pre-induction training in the operation and maintenance 
of military vehicles for prospective inductees and for the further pur- 
pose of reducing traffic accidents in the postwar period by teaching high 
school students approaching legal driving age the fundamentals of safe 
driving ; and be it further 


Resolved, That a copy of this resolution be forwarded to the Director 
of the Department of Motor Vehicles, the Superintendent of Public 
Instruction, the president of the California Association of the School 
Trustees, the president of the Association of Secondary School Princi- 
pals, the president of the California Teachers Association, the president 
of the California Congress of Parents and Teachers, the commander of 
the California Department of the American Legion, the general managers 
of the California State Automobile Assoeiation and Automobile Club of 
Southern California and the president of the California Congress of 
Parents and Teachers.

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SENATE RESOLUTION 


Senate Resolution No. 22—Relating to the creation of a Senate Interim 
Committee on a State training school for boys including within its 
curriculum military training and discipline, academic subjects, and 
vocational training, and suitable training schools for girls, as a part 
of the Postwar Employment Program. 


WHEREAS, The Postwar Employment Reserve was created for the 
purpose of meeting the needs of the State for the construction and 
rehabilitation of State buildings and facilities and to provide postwar 
employment ; and 


WHeEnrEAs, Legislation is pending for the creation of a Property 
Acquisition Board for the purpose of selecting sites for postwar con- 
struction projects ; and 


WHEREAS, It is desirable that such Postwar Employment Program 
be directed to projects which will have a lasting benefit to the State; and 


WHEREAS, It has been suggested that such a project would be the 
establishment of a State training school, or schools, for boys, including 
within its curriculum military training and discipline, academic sub- 
jects, and vocational training, and suitable training schools for girls, 
on the sites of military establishments that may be abandoned by the 
Federal Government when the need therefor has passed ; and 


WueEreas, The necessity for the acquisition of such sites is dependent 
upon the usefulness thereof for State purposes including the establish- 
ment of such school or schools ; and 


WHEREAS, These questions can best be determined by a committee 
created for the purpose of investigating the feasibility of acquiring such 
sites and the desirability of devoting them to the uses herein mentioned ; 
now, therefore, be it 


Resolved, by the Senate of the State of California, That there is 
hereby created a Senate Committee on State Training Schools for Boys 
and for Girls consisting of five Members of the Senate appointed by the 
Rules Committee thereof, to study and ascertain the feasibility of acquir- 
ing sites for the establishment of a State training school, or schools, for 
boys, including within its curriculum military training and discipline, 
academic subjects, and vocational training, and suitable training schools 
for girls, and the desirability of establishing such schools; and, be it 
further 

Resolved, That the committee, in exercising its powers and per- 
forming the functions vested in it by this resolution, shall have all the 
powers conferred upon Legislative Committees by the Joint Rules of the 
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Senate and Assembly as adopted at the Fifty-fifth Regular Session of 
the Legislature and all powers necessary or convenient to accomplish 
the objects and purposes of this resolution ; and, be it further 


Resolved, That the committee may create subcommittees and assign 
to such subcommittees any matter within the scope of the powers of the 
committee, and such subcommittees shall with respect to the matters so 
assigned to them have the same powers as the committee ; and, be it further 


Resolved, That the committee may act during this session or any 
recess and after final adjournment thereof and shall prepare and submit 
to this or to the Fifty-sixth Regular Session of the Legislature a report 
of its findings and recommendations ; and, be it further 


Resolved, That the members of the committee shall serve without 
compensation but shall be allowed mileage at the rate of five and one-half 
cents ($0.054) per mile each way incurred in connection with their serv- 
ices upon the committee and other actual and necessary expenses for liv- 
ing accommodations and meals, incurred in connection with their serv- 
ices upon the committee, or in lieu of such expenses for accommodations 
and meals an allowance of ten dollars ($10) per day ; and, be it further 


Resolved, That the sum of ten thousand dollars ($10,000), or so 
much thereof as may be necessary, is hereby made available from the 
contingent funds of the Senate for the expenses or claims it may incur 
under this resolution, to be paid, after certification by the chairman of 
the committee, upon warrants drawn by the State Controller upon the 
State Treasurer.

STUDY OF PUBLIC SCHOOL ORGANIZATION, 
ADMINISTRATION, AND FINANCE 


The recent session of the Legislature enacted Resolutions Chapter 
36, Statutes of the Fourth Extraordinary Session, Fifty-fifth Legislature, 
appropriating $20,000.00 to the State Reconstruction and Re-employ- 
ment Commission ‘‘for the purpose of making a study of the adminis- 
tration, organization, and financial support of the public school system 
of the state.’’ The Reconstruction, Re-employment Commission has 
established the position of Educational Consultant and tentative arrange- 
ments have been made for the appointment of Dr. George D. Strayer, 
formerly of Teachers College, Columbia University, to that position. 

The study contemplated by Chapter 36 will be under the direction of 
Dr. Strayer, who will work under the general supervision of Colonel 
A. R. Heron, Director of the Reconstruction, Re-employment Com- 
mission, the Readjustment Education Commission, and the State Depart- 
ment of Education. Walter E. Morgan, Assistant Superintendent of 
Public Instruction has been requested to represent the Department of 
Education in relation to Dr. Strayer and the Citizen’s Advisory Com- 
mittee. Questions or suggestions relative to the study should be 
addressed to Mr. Morgan or to Dr. William R. Odell, City Superintend- 
ent of Schools, Oakland, who is vice-chairman of the Citizen’s Advisory 
Committee of the Commission. 

Dr. Strayer has agreed to come to California for a period beginning 
July 28 or 29 to August 19, for a preliminary study of the problems in the 
fields of study authorized by Chapter 36. A series of regional conferences 
has been scheduled to be followed by a series of conferences and group 
meetings at Sacramento. It is the intention to acquaint Dr. Strayer 
thoroughly with the problems of the various areas of the state and of 
the state school system as a whole as a preliminary to the final definition 
of the scope of the study which he will undertake to direct. 

For each of the regional conferences a local committee has been 
asked by the Citizen’s Advisory Committee to invite selected representa- 
tives of public education and business, together with the local members 
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of the state legislature, to meet Dr. Strayer and present to him their 
suggestions and recommendations. The regional conferences, therefore, 
will not constitute large public meetings, but rather will be held to com- 
paratively small size with as broad representation as possible.

LANHAM AID FOR REGULAR SCHOOL FACILITIES 


Information has been received from the Federal Works Agency that 
Lanham Act funds will be available to assist in the maintenance and 
operation of regular school facilities for the fiscal year 1944-45 in war- 
connected areas. No major change in policy, procedure or application 
form has been made relative to 1944-45 applications. 
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It has been announced, however, that earlier scheduling of projects 
will be expedient. Request is made that applications be submitted to the 
respective Field Offices of the Federal Works Agency by September 15, 
1944. Completion and filing of applications should be accomplished as 
soon as accurate estimates of income and expenditure can be prepared, 
including data relative to assessed valuations and tax rates. To avoid 
an excessive burden in the review procedure, applications should be 
filed, if possible, in August, or early in September. 

Earlier applications should result in earlier offers of Lanham aid; 
however, as before, the State Department of Education urges local school 
officials to avoid any unreasonable impairment of customary community 
standards of the school program, due to the war impact, even though a 
formal offer of financial aid has not been received. 

According to past experience, considerable reliance may be placed 
upon the recommendations prepared by this Department. It should be 
noted that failure to augment the teaching staff, or to secure those other 
essentials of a satisfactory program, for war-increased enrollment, has 
resulted, in too many instances, in the reversion, because unused, of sub- 
sequently offered government financial assistance. More unfortunate 
and irremediable has been the injustice to the children, many of whom 
are under the additional handicaps of frequent transfers and disrupted 
home conditions. 

Forms, instructions and a statement of policy may be obtained upon 
request to the Field Representative of Federal Works Agency. Frank

for Southern California (including the counties of San Luis Obispo, 
Kern, Inyo and Mono). Mrs. Doris A. Meek, 2223 Fulton Street, 
Berkeley 1, is the representative for Northern California. 

The State Department of Education is represented by Ralph R. 
Boyden, 2nd Floor 1206 Santee Street, Los Angeles 15. Mr. Boyden 
prepares the recommendations for the Department and may be consulted 
to advantage regarding the preparation of applications. Specifically, 
if Mr. Boyden examines and comments upon a proposed application in 
the preliminary stage, a net gain in the time of processing may be 
expected. 


CHILD-CARE TERMINATION DATE 


Since Education Code Section 19616 limits to July 1, 1945, the 
authorization of school districts to establish and maintain child-care 
centers, new and continuing applications for Federal Lanham Act funds 
should recognize this present limitation by arranging to have offers 
terminate not later than that date.

APPELLATE COURT DECISIONS 


Leaving of Position by Permanent Employee of District Without Consent of 
Governing Board as Unprofessional Conduct and Abandonment of Tenure 


A permanent employee of a school district who left his position 
without the consent of the governing board of the district was not only 
guilty of unprofessional conduct under School Code Sections 5.380 and 
5.390 [now Education Code Sections 12751 and 12776] but thereby 
voluntarily terminated his tenure in the district, ceased to be a perma- 
nent teacher thereof, and was not entitled to reemployment in the dis- 
trict. Evard v. Board of Education, 64 A. C. A. 866. 


Propriety of Nonsuit in Action Against University by Student for Damages 
for Injuries Alleged Caused by Negligence of University 


A judgment of nonsuit was improperly given in action against a 
university by a student thereof to recover damages for personal injuries, 
alleged to have been proximately caused by the negligence of the uni- 
versity in failing to use reasonable care in maintaining its premises in a 
safe condition, suffered when the student, while on the grounds of the 
university, was struck in the eye by a bullet from a BB gun when the 
evidence introduced affirmatively showed that the university had knowl- 
edge of the promiscuous use of BB guns on its premises by trespassing 
boys. Stockwell v. Board of Trustees of the Leland Stanford Junior Col- 
lege, 64 A. C. A. 252. 


Exemption from Taxation of Property Used Exclusively for Public 
School Purposes 

Property owned by a private individual and leased or rented by 
him to a school district and used exclusively for public school purposes 
is exempt from taxation under Section 1 of Article XIII of the Constitu- 
tion under which the use and not the ownership of property in the 
possession of a school district determines the exemption of the property 
from taxation. Ross v. City of Los Angeles, 24 A. C. 256. 
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ATTORNEY GENERAL'S OPINIONS 


Employment by School District of Wife of Member of Governing Board 


Under Education Code Section 1011 a teacher who is the wife of a 
member of the governing board of a school district may not enter into 
a contract with the board to serve as a teacher even though the wife has 
tenure in the district. (AGO NS5486, June 2, 1944.) 


Election of Membership in State Teachers Retirement System of Person 
Otherwise Eligible to Membership in State Employees Retirement System 


Where a member of the State Teachers Retirement System entered 
state service in 1940 in a position which permitted him to elect between 
membership in the State Employees Retirement System and the State 
Teachers Retirement System (School Code Sections 5.800 et seg.) but 
elected to remain in the State Teachers Retirement System under Section 
38 of the State Employees Retirement Act (Deering Act 5847), he 
exhausted the elections provided by law and could not thereafter retire 
under the State Teachers Retirement System and become a member of the 
State Employees Retirement System. (Opinion NS5255 distinguished. ) 
(AGO NS5495, May 31, 1944.) 


Purchase of Insurance by District Through an Association to Which a 
Member of the Governing Board of the District Belongs 


Under Education Code Section 1011, a school district cannot law- 
fully purchase insurance through an agent who is not a member of the 
governing board of the district but is a member of an insurance agents’ 
association to which a member of the board does belong and who, because 
of such membership, is entitled to receive a portion of the premium. 
(AGO NS5405, May 7, 1944.) 


Right of Elementary School District in Union High School District Main- 
taining a Junior High School to Maintain Seventh and Eighth Grades 


An elementary school district situated in a union high school district 
maintaining a junior high school cannot, under Education Code Section 
10301, lawfully maintain the seventh and eighth grades unless the junior 
high school was established on or after July 1, 1943 and the school of the 
elementary school district is located 40 miles or more from the junior 
high school. (AGO NS5479, May 18, 1944.) 


Note: The effect of AGO NS5479 has been modified by the taking effect on 
June 21, 1944 of Education Code Section 10301.2, the text of which appears on page 193 
of this issue of “California Schools.” 
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Jurisdiction of State Boxing Commission over Boxing Contests 
of Schools, Colleges, and Universities 


Boxing contests complying with Sections 18603, 18604, and 18651 
of the Business and Professions Code (relating to amateur moxing con- 
tests conducted by or participated in exclusively by any school, college 
or university or by any organization composed exclusively of schools, 
colleges or universities) are not within the jurisdiction of the State 
Boxing Commission. (AGO NS5461, May 12, 1944.) 


Levy of Taxes for School District Special Accumulative Building Fund 


Moneys raised by a school district for the special accumulative 
building fund of the district established under Education Code Sec- 
tions 5961 et seq. must be derived from district taxes levied pursuant to, 
and subject to, Education Code Sections 6351-6359. There is no author- 
ity for the levy of a separate tax for such fund. (AGO NS5464, June 28, 
1944.) 


Annexation of District to Union Elementary School District 


An elementary school district may be annexed to a union elementary 
school district only under Education Code Sections 2891-2895, Section 
2802 not being applicable. 

The petition for such annexation prescribed by Education Code 
Section 2893 requires only the signatures of a majority of the electors 
residing in the elementary school district proposed to be annexed and 
who have children enrolled in the schools of the district and does not 
require the signatures of any electors residing in the union elementary 
school district. (AGO NS5525, June 28, 1944.) 


Jurisdiction of County Board of Education and County Superintendent 
of Schools Over Promotion of Pupils 


Neither the county board of education nor the county superintendent 
of schools of a county has any authority under Education Code Sections 
356, 8521-8528, 13228, or any other provision of law to adopt rules relat- 
ing to the promotion (as distinguished from graduation) of pupils of the 
elementary schools of a district, such authority being vested in the gov- 
erning board of the district by Education Code Section 2204. (AGO 
NS5533, June 23, 1944.)

WAR PLAYS AND RADIO PROGRAMS AVAILABLE 


Fifty war plays and radio scripts are available for use in the schools 
of the nation from the War Writer’s Board. This material is free of all 
royalty charge when produced by schools for educational purposes. 

The War Writer’s Board was organized on December 8, 1941, to 
serve as a clearinghouse for the thousands of writers who volunteered 
their services to help win the war. A special committee was organized 
to work with dramatists and radio writers to fill the need of organizations 
and schools for scripts and plays related to the war. All scripts are the 
voluntary contributions of the authors.

ARMY SCHOLARSHIPS FOR QUALIFIED 
17-YEAR-OLD RESERVISTS 


The War Department has announced creation of the Army Special- 
ized Training Reserve Program under which qualified high school 
graduates between 17 and 18 years of age will be granted military scholar- 
ships providing for basic phase instruction in the Army Specialized 
Training Program at selected colleges and universities. 

The Reserve Program will be limited to those volunteers who received 
qualifying scores on the preinduction test administered last April 2 and 
to those who qualify in similar tests to be given in the future. The next 
test is scheduled for early November. 

Instruction in the Reserve Program will begin this summer. Selec- 
tion of Reservists will begin immediately, with the first group of eligibles 
being chosen from those who qualified in the preinduction test admin- 
istered last April 2 and who will not have attained their 18th birthday 
prior to August 15. This group will be limited to those who designated 
Army preference and those who did not designate any preference in the 
joint Army-Navy preinduction test last April. 

Candidates will be required to possess the following general quali- 
fications: 

1. Have a high school education. 

2. Have passed their 17th birthday, but their 18th birthday must 

not occur prior to August 15, 1943. 


3. Have passed the A-12 preinduction test. 
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4. Be voluntarily enlisted in the Enlisted Reserve Corps. 
5. Meet physical requirements for general service enlisted men. 


The work program of the trainee in the Reservist group will be 
similar to that of the regular ASTP trainee. The ASTR physical train- 
ing program will be modified to take account of the younger age of the 
Reservists. The total work week will include approximately fifty-seven 
hours of supervised activity, made up of twenty-four hours of classroom 
and laboratory work, twenty-four hours of required study. The remain- 
der of the time will be devoted to military and physical instruction. In 
case a student is sent to an institution at which there is an ROTC unit, 
he will be given ROTC instruction. 

The military scholarship will provide for payment of tuition, mess, 
housing, and such medical service as is customary at the institution. 

Special notices of eligibility will be mailed by the War Department 
to those eligible who received satisfactory scores on the April 2 preinduc- 
tion test. 
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
